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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT UNDER PCT RULE 13.1 
Applicant hereby elects Group I directed to claims 1-20, drawn to a clamping device 
(embodiment of Figures 1-10 and 13-20). It is Applicant's position that claim 1 is generic. 
However, Applicant respectfully traverses the requirement as the standard is whether the claims 
are directed to a single inventive concept and not whether claim 21 requires the technical 
features of claims 1-20. Claims 1-20 and 21 are very similar to one another. Claim 21 
describes a machining system that uses a clamping means according to claims 1-20. Claim 21 
is an application of the clamping means featured in claims 1-20. As such, it is Applicant's 
position that claims 1-21 are connected to one another by a uniform inventive idea. 
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Favorable action on the merits is requested.
